mission, stated that ho and hi* colleague* f 
were very favorably impreafted with th® 
stack* they *aw. He further remarked 
that, where the stack system wa* suc¬ 
cessfully carried out, tho Iona ou the out- 
sides was very small, nnd not more than 
the average loss in ados. The committee 
estimated the loss on the prize stack be- 
longing to Mr. Johnson, of Oak wood 
Croft, near Darlington, nt only 'i per 
cent. The concluding sittings of the 
ensilage commission did not bring to 
light much else of importance, unless It 
was the evidence of several witnesses as 
to thc value of ninizt ns an ensilage crop, 
and the Itost method cf cultivating it in 
this country. Sir John Lawos appears 
to l»e as skeptical at ever In respect of | 
thc advantages of ensilage, though he is | 
almost alone among those who have tried 
the system. Dr. Voclcker, front his ex¬ 
perience, has come to quite a contrary 
opinion, having been convinced that 
there are very great advantages to be de¬ 
rived from ensilage, one of which is the 
growing of two fodder crops, such ns 
tares and maize, for the silo or the stack, 
in the same season. When tfir John 
Lawes compares mangolds with ensilage 
crops, he docs not appear to consider the 
gtent expense of the former, especially 
on the clnys, and the serious injury done 
to heavy land by carting heavy root 
crops (iff the land in a wet autumn. The 
final report of the commissioners may he 
expected shortly, and there is no doubt 
that it will be strongly in favor of ensi¬ 
lage. 

I»rrp Ploiithlns. 

In farming, as well as in dairying or 
grazing, everything depends on the con¬ 
dition of the soil. Here is a foundation, 
and unless this is in proper condition the ’ 
superstructure is bound to full. 

A great deal has been said nml writtci, 
ns to tho proper depth to plough, nnd 
there is such a difference of opinion held 
among farmers in regard to it that the 
question is still as fur from being settled 
ns ever. Wo think, however, that thc 
leading cause for such difference of opin¬ 
ion may be found in the difference in the 
land itself. That good crops ure and can 
bo grown on shallow-ploughed land that 
is good, no one will deny, provided the ' 
season be neither too wet nor too dry ; i. J 
o., with moderate rains the whole season. 
In such a season anyone can grow good 
crops. But such seasons nre rare, and, I 
in fact, every season is likely to be nt* 1 
tended with either a long drought or a 
long wet spell. Now what thc farmer | 
wants is to guard against both, nnd the 
only way to do it is to break up his land 
as deeply as possible, shy not less than j 
from seven to ten inches. But how is 
this to mend the matter? We answer, j 
very easily. In case of a heavy rain, u 
large portion of the water, instead ol j 
running off, will be absorbed by thc j 
deeply disintegrated land, where it is 
held ns if by a sponge for the use of the 
plants, nnd if a drought should inter¬ 
vene, there is u supply of water just 
where tho plants want it, and when ex- I 
hnusted, its place is at once supplied by 
capillary attraction from below. It will 1 
thus be seen tlmt by deep ploughing the 
farmer provides against drought by hav- : 
iug a supply of water in reserve or a 
plaee ready to receive and hold it when- 
ever it comes. The better to insure thin, 
however, as well as to facilitate tho es¬ 
cape of too much water, it is better to 
use a sub-soil plough and an additional 
team, running the same immediately 
after thc breaking plough, nnd the rip¬ 
ping up the sub-soil the desired depth. 

I his need not be done for every crop : 
raised on the land, but only once in 
every three or four years. 

It has been well said that it ia bettd 
to have two acres of good laud, one oil 
top of the other, than as many acres 
alongside of each other, as it costs only 
half ns much to tend them. The way to 
do this is by deep ploughing, and thus 
double the depth of the soil, n* well a* 
tho crops grown thereon. -Tribune ami 
Fanner. 

llouavholil Hint*. 

A piece of zinc put on live coals in the ' 
stove will clean out the stovepipe. 

To remove paint splashes on window 
glass, moisten the spots w ith a strong so¬ 
lution of soda, then ruh hard. 

Oil stains may be removed from pnpet i 
by applying pipe clay powdered and 
mixed with water to the thickness ol 
cream; leave on for four hours.

pulled it simply yielded from all dircc- i 
tioni until the tension wits relaxed.

I take my ax and a stake and go to 
where I want the outlet of my ditch. I 
irivo tho stake ns near the center of pro¬ 
posed ditch as mny be. I then take the 
lercl, go to tipper end of ditch and placo 
tho level a foot or more above! he ground 
to clear all obstructions from a iierfect 
view of stake at lower end of ditch, 
then drivo n stake down even with top 
of level. Now I have tho grndo stake at 
upper end of ditch fixed. I then sight 
•ver my level to stake at lower end of 
litch and hnvo a boy there to mark 
whero the levol lino strikes the stake. 
Now I can. readily see the amonnt of 
fall obtainable in my proposed ditch. I 
next drivo another stake down so tho top 
will be as much lower than tho level

IN CHINA PAINTING. 

Gold Ov#r Color la Trar#rl#aand la Wash- 
•• Find* Increasing Favor. 

Gold over color In troccrieeand In washes 
Is often a desirable finish on decorative 
work. For this use tho iinfluxcil gold I* de¬ 
sirable. The color contains flux, and In 
laying fluxed gold over this It would fns# 
Into the color, aud uniting with It leave hut 
little luster. The unfluxed gold In the 
same heat would not sink In so deep and all 
It* luster be perceptible. For green gold 
and red gold broute effects malt color of a 
desired abode may he laid and fired, after 
which a medium thin wash of unfluxed 
gold may lie laid over this, giving the effect 
of gold bronze at n much lower cost than 
by using pure metal. 

The perfection In firing gold over glaze 
color Is attained by a bard fire tho first 
time to drive the paint deep into the glaze. 
After applyir.,; the gold use 11 leas strong 
fire,* that it may not quite reach the color, 
but attach Itself to the upper portions of 
the glaze. 

Gold tracery, cither on the white china or 
over color, is finding Increasing favor. This 
kind of finish requires n great amount of 
timo compared to the method prevalent a 
few years ago. Pointing out tho advan¬ 
tages of the foregoing. Art Amateur says 
that the amount of 4 fold used is trifling 
in comparison with the stippling finish, and 
this is one point In Its favor. The princi¬ 
pal one, however, lies iu the beauty and 
perfection that umy bo attained In such 
work. _ 

How to Bet tho Paletto In Oils. 

"Adopt a uniform system of arranging 
colors, so that In the absorption of painting 
oue need uot look for a certain color or tint, 
but know Instinctively upon wbnt part of 
the palette It Is to be found," advises a 
writer on oil pointing. "A simple and con¬ 
venient method of arranging the colors Is 
to begin at the top at the right end of the 
palette uear the thumbhole and near the 
outer edge. Place the white, following with 
yellows, reds, blues, browns and blacks re¬ 
spectively. Put each pigment In a small 
pile by Itielf, so that It wjll not touch and 
ralugle wit h IU neighbor. This outer edge 
if the palette should always be reserved for 
Itie pure tones which are taken direct from 
the tube, placing mixed tones and shades 
ou an Inner row."

To a pint of sifted flour sift In 2 teaspoon- 
ful* of bakiug powder. Mix a heaping ta- 
blespoonful of butter through the flour, 
slowly add sweet milk to make a soft 
dough, roll thhi and cut with a biscuit cut¬ 
ter.

Tho t tvo end stake, thu. set fix tlio grado 
of ditch. 

After tills Is dono I drivo thro, or four 
stak-s, according to length nf ditch, driv¬ 
ing them down to a perfect grado on top 
with tho two end stake*. Now I have 
a perfect grade tins on top of stakes, 
whicli represent, th. grado in bottom of 
ditch, and to transfer it to tlio bottom I 
mnko a grndo stick—say 4 feet long, tuoro 
or lroa, as mny bo required, according to 
depth of (htch or height of grado stakes 
.boro tho gronnd, and with this stick 1 
dig down until the top of grado stick, 
when set plumb in bottom of ditcb, 
comes on a perfect lino with topot grado 
stake*. The grado stakes must be nil set 
ou a perfect line, as near on a lino with 
the center of tbo proposed ditch aa may 
bo, and honco will hnvo to be removed 
bo yon como to them In digging tlio 
ditch. Beforo dlstnrbing tho last stake 
but one, act another stako beyond tho 
first In order that yoa may maintain 
yonr grade to tho end. Ry using your 
grado otick often tho grado of yonr ditch 
need not vary a quarter of an inch in 20 
rods. 

I usually lay and blind my tile about 
oa fast os I dig tbo ditch. At lciut when 
I quit at night I liavo my tile placed and 
blinded to within a rod of the end of finish¬ 
ed ditch. I leave oomo six or eight tlio that 
I da not blind. Thta gives alt th. watet 
that m.y gather in the ditch a chance to 
get into tho tile, and by placing a thin 
flat stone between the ends of tha socond 
aud third tile, so no dirt can rnn into the 
tile below, yonr ditch remains perfectly 
sccnro until finished. By laying tho tile 
as fast as tho ditch la dag yoa mniutnin 
a much better grado than can possibly 
bo had after the ditch is allowed to lay 
until tbo water cats ont the bottom or 
caves in tho sides and with mnch loss la¬ 
bor. _ 

Thick or Thin Seeding- 

After years of experience in western 
New York a Country Gentleman corre¬ 
spondent says: 

I came to the concloslon that 1 ^ 
bushels of wheat and bnrley per acre 
would produce better returns In the av¬ 
erage than more seed, and I hnvo not 
been ashamed to compare yields with 
others who havo sown more liberally. 
A neighbor who has contlnnod to saw 
two basbeis seed per aero has fallen be¬ 
hind me in yield largely, often 10 bush¬ 
els nrerngo per acre. Oats I sow two 
bnsbels per acre, thoagh less seed has 
sometimes produced aa well. 

A Hard Tin.. Hired Mao.

The exercises were in eonsiderahh* 
variety mid were' given with spirit and 
precision, ami conducted entirely xvitb 
tlm tapping of a pencil.

Snell '’exer¬ 
cises might to form frpi|iieut parts of 
the programme of every school, not 
alone for its aid in the schoolroom hut 
as a cultivation of graceful carriage. 

Miss Ella of the third intermediate, 
or sixth school year grade, prescate.l an 
exercise on fractions, their principles, 
and (he explanation of the same, to¬ 
gether xvitb explanations of the various 
opciations with fractions.

Miss burgess next presented :i short 
and practical essay on School 1 lisciplim*. 
Discipline was used in its widest sense 
to mean the whole art of managing the 
school. Tuc importance of the friendly 
relation between teacher arid pupil was 
well brought out ami corporal punish¬ 
ment assigned to its proper place* that 
of a last resort. Some of the peculiar 
difficulties were happily shown up, as 
where for instance, to use her illustra¬ 
tion, parents think their children like 
our first parents, born holy; but unlike 
them to have never fallen. The neces¬ 
sity lor the teacher to often supply some 
lack in home inllucui'c is a delicate sub¬ 
ject and requires tael on the part of the 
teacher. Odd moments may often Iu* 
profitably'used to enforce some moral 
truth. The essayist in closing urged 
the adoption of music In our schools as 
a regular branch as well as sewing for 
the girls, and of something mechanical 
for tin* bovs.

FOR THE FARM AM) HOME, 

Hat Corn fw fowls. 

A correspondent writes; “If yon want 
to mako your fowl* feel good and thank¬ 
ful give them hot corn for 8up|)cr—just 
as hot as they can cat it. To find out 
liow hot it should be pick up a handful 
ant! hold it tightly in your closed hand; 
if it burns, of course it Is too hot, but if 
after holding it a minute it makes your 
hand feel-warm and nice it is just right. 
To heat the corn put It in an iron pan or 
kettle in the stove ovrnjmd §tir it occa¬ 
sionally. If your wife has biscuit in the 
oven you better put tlie kettle bn the 
back part o/the stove slid stir the com 
often. Mind now, 1 don’t mean that 
you arc to put. water in with tlic com; 1 [ 
mean hot, dry-com. If some kernels at 
the bottom of tho kettle should get i 
scorched, or even charred, the hens will • 
cut it, and it will do them good, too.” I 

Manure For Plants. 

Manure in a liquid form I have never 
found to bo. of any benefit to young \ 
plants till after the turn of the days, sny 1 
the first of February, when it should be j 
given out sparingly, a* the plant will not j 
take it in large quantities ; as the plants t 
get older they will take more in proper- J 
tioii. Any good manure is useful for | 
making it. Fresh cow droppings, one 
1 >c.ck to fifty gallons of water, thorough- j 
ly dissolved, mud let stand till clear 1m*- | 
fore using, is good, bet the plants be j 
fairly dry before applying it. Sheep and * 
chicken manure are also excellent for J 
this aanio purpose, hut must be used in ( 
much less proportions, say three-fourths 
less than cow manure. Guano and 
blood manures nre also good by tlie way 
of change, for plant s of nearly all dc- I 
script ions, particularly roses. Under ! 
artificial cultivation, these nro greatly I 
benefited with a change of food after 
the plants have absorbed the food which 
the soil naturally contained. --4 merican 
Worint:

Ill Great Britain, Holland, and in 
some of the best dairy district in this 
country, land is selected for a pasture ns 
it is for any particular crop. Regard is 
paid to its adaptability to produce a 
largo amount of fine rich grasses. Tlie j 
soil or sod is prepared to receive the ! 
seed, which is selected with special ref¬ 
erence to the production of grass to he 
eaten while it is in its green state. Great 
pains an* taken to render the soil ns pro- j 
duetivc as possible. Water is Supplied | 
or drained off as the wants of the land 
require. Weeds-'puR^iishes are extermi- | 
noted or kept in subjection. Fertilizers 
nre applied as they are to land devoted 
to cultivated crojw. Loose soils are ren- I 
doled more compact by the use of the 
roller, and very heavy soils arc loosened ! 
by tho employment of the harrow or j 
scarifier. Most farmers in this country, J 
however, neglect all these things. Land 
is not selected for a pasture. If it is too 1 
rocky, broken or difficult to cultivate; if j 
it is too wet or dry to produce good j 
crops of corn, grain, potatoes or roots, it 
is devoted to pasturage. Laud is selected 
for other purposes, Imt the laud for I 
pasturage is what was rejected as un- ! 
suited for any other use. Sometimes a 
pi. !cc of land originally productive is de- I 
voted to pasture purposes. If this is the 
case it is generally after it “has been 
cropped to denth.” It is first planted to I 
corn for several years, then sown to 1 
grain for a period equally long, -and then | 
laid down to gro&s suited for mowing 1 
purposes. After the crop of grass be- i 
comes so light that it scarcely pays lor J 
thu work of cutting, the farmer concludes 
that the only thing lie can do with the ' 
land i* to devote it to supporting stock 
during tho summer, which he export* t.» ! 
make the most out of them. There are j 
no evidences of beneficent design in most i 
of the pastures in this country. They 
me the work <»f chance or neglect. 

Vitality of -foil.

The suiallei 
seeds often germinate and perish before 
the plant has dcvelo|M.‘d stalk and roots 
to gather iiorishmeut from the earth and 
air. Thcii, too, tho shallow planting 
allows the sect Is to |Mri*h for want of 
moisture. The ji^ire delicate the seeds 
the finer must be the *oil and the greater ( 
the care in planting. Tho rule in to , 
plant uud thru park with the foot or >a 
board, ho that the soil will not dry out 
before the si < d ha-germinated and struck i 
root, lie who is careful about planting 
and having tin *oiI warm and fine, will 
not have to complain mo much uhout I 
“rascally accdHiucii.” Seedsmen, as a I 
class, arc honorable men. The multi¬ 
tude of men dealing in their seeds, who | 
know nothing about the nature of wed*, i 
play the mischief with the seedsmen's 
reputation. Some of the grocers and i 
grocers’ hoys who handle seeds don’t I 
know that weds are ruined by getting 
damp aud mould). They don’t kncAv 
that a beet wed cannot he kept as long 1 
as uu onion -< * d, or that one seed may i 
not Im* kept us long a* another. Every , 
package of seed *hould have the date of 
its production, and every catulogue 
should have a table telling the number of 
years curb kind of wed may he safely 1 
kept. Buyer- w ould thus have means of 
knowing something of the value of seeds j 
offered them. !

A Maaauchusctts fanner recently said 
at a stock raisers’ institute in Boston: As 
n mle the horse requirev about two per 
rent, of Ids weight in food daily, u 1000- \ 
pound horse eating twenty pounds,which ; 
should be about half hay and half grain, j 
lessening tho quantity when standing 
idle. The horse’s stomach being the j 
smallest known to comparative anatomy, 
ho should have his three ninils a day , 
Do not feed a horse as you would a cow, i 
with her series of large stomachs de* | 
signed for storing away surplus food. 
Oats are too little appreciated by horse- 
owners. Corn is not it natural food for i 
the horse; it ia^on fattening, nud a fat 
horse is not u useful horse. The street 
car horses of Boston are well foil, and 
lout.better than the average horse on the , 
farm. Thirteen miles is about the extent 
of a day’s work for a horse that is in 
harness seven days in the week, and the 
car-owners have learned tills, and do not 
try to exceed it. Aliy man who attempts 
t*» make his homo do more than this and I 
follows it will fail. In driving on the 
road it la speed tlint kills. Driving five 
mill's in ten minutes less time than it 
ought to take gives pain and shortens 
life. Some horses eat like some men— 
too fast, lie had an unpntcnted method 
for curing the.habit; keep a peek of cob* 
ble stones in the manger among which 
the oats are poured, and the horse will 
require time for separating the grain 
from the rocks. He had tried to induce 
Boston millers to introduce roller* into 
their mills for crushing oats, but thus 
far without success, (’rushed oats mako 
the licit feed in the world for a horse, 
would he in demand if. procurable. 
\\ atcring immediately before or imme¬ 
diately after eating is bud for tho horse. 
Before eating cold water chills the 
stomach, and unfits it (or the digestive 
process, while water poured down upon 
a full stomach washes the contents along 
too fast, causing waste of food, and if 
followed by immediate driving, that 
most disgusting cunipluint, scours. 
Water should he given little, at n time 
and often. Most horses drink inoro 
than they need, because they are allowed 
to become too dry or too tired. A tired 
horse may he trusted to cat, but not al¬ 
ways to drink. 

4|iircit-ltmring. 

Mrs. L. Harrison, in the Prairie Far¬ 
mer, gives her views of the modus oper - 
ainfi of queen-raising. Persons who have 
kept bees for any length of tunc have 
noticed that some colonies whose condi¬ 
tions are tlic same as tly? remainder of 
the apiary, produce more honey than 
others. These colonies nre the ones to 
breed from, if honey is the object in 
view. It a colony is dcprivr.l of its 
queen, in six hours the bees will be con¬ 
structing cells to raise another. Worker 
eggs, or Inrvtc not over three days old, 
are used for rearing queens. Some breed¬ 
ers claim that the best results follow 
when the bees have access to eggs only. 
Bees seem to prefer to raise queens on 
new white combs; such a one should ho 
given to the breeding colony, mid placed 
in the centre of the liivc; holes might he 
cut in it, making convenient edges for 
the bees to attach their queen cells, 
so that they can be easily removed, if de¬ 
sirable to do so. On the third day this 
comb should he given to ipieenless bees, 
ami they will immediately commence en¬ 
larging cells. On the twelfth day, if it 
is desirable to preserve the queens, all 
cells should be removed but one, as the 
lir-t one that emerges will de¬ 
stroy all r.vals. Those who make a spe¬ 
cialty of rearing queens remove the frame 
to au incubator and examine it, often re¬ 
moving the queens to a nucleus as fast as 
hatched. Those who have not a conven¬ 
ience of thin kind can cut out tho cell*, 
and give them to nuclei,previously form¬ 
ed long enough to have cells of their 
own. We have had cells destroyed by 
giving them to newly formed nuclei, hut 
never lose them if they have ceils of their 
own. To save the time of inserting cells 
wc often wait until the bees have eaten 
off the outside covering, .showing that 
the queen will soon he out, and then re¬ 
move the Cell with adhering comb, so 
that it will fit between the frames of 
honey, placing point downward, ami in 
a short time the queen is out. We pre¬ 
serve cells with variations; sometimes we 
place them over rages, similar to a cover 
of a tin jM'pper box, only the tops ure of 
wire cloth; ami again cut out cells and 
put them into cages (made of wire ( loth 
by rolling around the broom handle, witli 
stoppers at each end), and place them lit 
the cluster. If young queens are intro¬ 
duced when they arc only a few days old 
tin y are generally well received.

Before 
serving sprinkle the steaks with u little 
salt and jM pjKr ami lemon juice. 

Potatoes to be served w ith fi-h are ex¬ 
cellent prepared iu this manner; Feel 
raw potatoes and mt them in hiills with 
a vegetable ( Utter. Miner half un onion 
and fry it brown with plenty of butter or 
lard; add one gill of hot water, season¬ 
ing to taste, uud cook the potatoes in the 
mixture. 

Sometimes the liindquarter of lamb or 
young mutton will he found to be of 
strong flavor. This fault w ill uot Ik: dis¬ 
covered until the loin chops have lieen 
broiled. To overcome the'defect, before 
baking tlie leg ptrboil it. Whcii nearly 
rocked remove it from the water, dredgo 
it with llmr. and bake it until doue. ' 


A PILOT’S LIFE 

Dangors of tho Mon who 

Guides Ships to Harbor. 

Qualified Seamen who are Invented with 
Great Rosponiibility. 

Whether there be dangers in the sea, 
nky or air, the perilous nature of a pilot’s 
duties makes it imperative that lie meet 
it with a cheerful alacrity, for the esyrit 
tin for/* existing in the guild is imperious 
in ita influence. Cast among the broth¬ 
erhood the pilot must not lose, or else he 
is indeed a ruined man. Except in tho 
matter of discipline, full ronimnnd of the 
vessel is vested in the pilot. Ilia respon- 
sihility is great; the general rule bring 
tlmt no owner or master of a ship is an¬ 
swerable to and other person for any 
loss or damage occasioned by the fault or 
ineompetency of n qualified pilot acting 
in chttrgo of the ship when she is within 
tlie district of the pilot and when his 
employment is compulsory ; though tlie 
presence of a pilot docs not absolve a 
master from the consequence* of any in¬ 
jury that may be caused by his own carc- 
lcssneas or ignorance. He must he ready 
at call, and under all circumstances, to 
face alike the winter’s cold, blinding 
sleet and tho summer’s heat, the storm 
and the sunshine; and blow high or low, 
in fair weather or in foul, the pilot must 
be at his station to guide safely nil in¬ 
coming vessels. 

And in Boston Bay this is particularly 
true. Baid a man who has lived all his 
life on Cape Cod to a writer in the Bos¬ 
ton Record : “We have had piled up on 
the shore during the post 100 days many 
vessels which arc a total loss. The men 
who navigated them were saved, thanks 
to the gallantry of the life saving force, 
but thousands of dollars worth of prop¬ 
erly are buried in the Kami. Whnt the 
further losses will be no man can tell, but 
we do know that unskillful seamanship 
and tin imperfect knowiedgo of the coast 
is responsible for much of tho loss. But 
whilo it is true that then* has been this 
large loss, hundreds of vessels have sailed 
safely by und have been brought to an¬ 
chor iu n secure harbor. I have not 
heard of a vessel’s going ashore that had 
a pilot on board, and 1 do not think 
there has been one.” 

It is perhaps needles* to s iy that the 
pilot is a qualified seaman,thorough in all 
nautical Accomplishments; for ha can 
“hand, reef and steer,” navigato by 
sun, moon or star, and with tho “marks 
and deeps” of the lead line, familiar to 
him ns his owui handwriting, he know* 
the int ricacies and varying depths of the 
many channels. A.technical knowledge 
of all rigs, too, is his, besides a sign 
manual by whiclt ho can make himself 
understood by sailors of iill nations. 
How relieved in mind must be the mas¬ 
ter of a great ocean steamer, with its 
hundreds of passengers and its precious 
freight, after battling with the stormy 
Atlantic for days, witli scarcely a single 
peep at the sun, and in doubt about his 
reckoning and -position, to see, away off 
shore, one of these little pilots vessels 
making her way towards him. Gallantly 
she holds her course, heeling und right¬ 
ing, pitching und ascending, and as she 
moves up under the snug canvas, looking 
like a boxer stripped for the fight, there 
is seemingly a sentient |M>wcrin her every 
motion. It is the skill and training of 
years that puts the little cruft so easily 
within two cables’ length under the lee 
of the steamer. Now comes the crucial 
test, for the pilot must hoard the waiting 
cruft. The agile crow must grasp the 
little I mat from the dec k, and poising it 
oil the rail, In tho very nick of time, 
launch it over into the seething foam 
alongside. In jumps the pilot and his 
two oarsmen and soon the tiny canoe can 
be seen—now poised in midair on an an¬ 
gry wuvo crest and anon deep in the 
dangerous hollow, coming straight for 
tho ship. One misstroke, the slightest 
weakening of a nerve, and the hardy fel¬ 
lows would he engulfed in tho watery 
chasm with no stone to mark their graves. 
It is with delicate care and skill that the 
frail craft is ranged alongside when a rope 
is thrown, by which, grasping with mus¬ 
cles of steel, up the side the pilot springs, 
hand over hand, until lie alights on the 
deck.

Aride from its warmth and chemical 
influence on vegetable oxygen, sunlight 
eXereis. * upon certain organisms u vital¬ 
izing influence which science bus not yd 
quite explained, but whose effect is illus¬ 
trated by contrast between the weeds of 
u shady grove and those of the cuu-lit 
fields, between the rank grut* of a deep 
Valley and the arumntii herbage of u 
mountain meadow, us well us by tho. jte 
culiar wholesome appearance of ‘Sun¬ 
burned” penons and nun-ripcncd fruit. 
Sunlight i» too cheap to become a fash¬ 
ionable remedy, but its hygienic influ¬ 
ence can hardly be overrated.

The first thing a newly-landed emi¬ 
grant get* to is the water tank, say* a 
New York letter. “How good it tastes!” 
say one and all, as they stop be¬ 
fore the Croton water faucet and drain 
the bright tin cup dry. And tho first 
thing bought is apples, which lio tempt¬ 
ingly on the fndt stalls in tho inclosure. 

Beyond tho rail is a large nmpithenter 
where are inimtn('rnbli> wooden seats anil 
three big stoves. In space* beyond, 
whole families congregate after landing i 
for days until their place of destination 
is determined, and perhaps because some 
of the party are too exhausted by the 
voyage to go further. Connecting are 
large lavatories for men and women, anil 
stationary tubs where they can wash 
their clothing. In pleasant weather 
Battery Park affords a pleasant lounging 
place for the women and children, but in 
winter and such weather as this, they re¬ 
main inside by the stoves. Tlie place is 
clean, and so large that. 2 , 06 o emigrants 

have room without crowding. 

Very few of any ship’s load but what, 
after passing inspection, leave at once for 
their place of destination determined on 
; before leaving home. Seldom any but 
the Irish remain in the city. Often whole 
troops of Bulgarians arc sent to the Wood j 
cutting districts of Pennsylvania, while ' 
agents from mines In the West are wait- I 
ing to take parties of Hungarians and I 
Poles away. Ho far as the city is eon- j 
corned, hut little addition is made to its ' 
population by the arrival of emigrants, j 
as they usually leave here within a few 
hours after landing. 

Among the immigrants arriving on 
every ship are scores of young girls who 
seek America to better their fortunes and 
support those left nt home. On their j 
arrival at Castle Garden, these girls nre 
well cared for by the authorities, and so 1 
far as possible protected from designing ! 
persons who seek their ruin, Oft-times 1 
these ore among the ship’* passengers and 
have ingratiated themselves into the con¬ 
fidence of their unsuspecting prey before 
they reach the New World.- " 

“lie Called Me Whittaker." 

Hero-worshippers have a better time ol 
it than the heroes who have to submit to 
'their worship. The latter (including nil 
distinguished men) arc largely nt the 
mercy of a class of admirers who are too 
obtuse to see any violation of good .man¬ 
ners or taste in their pursuit of interviews 
and autographs.

visitor from cutting thu buttons from hi* 
coat to carry away as mcniRMtos. 

“And all the time,” said Whittier pa¬ 
thetically jis lie told ilia ml venture, “lie 
called me Whittaker.’

most warlike of American Indians—and 
1 do not except the Uto Indians, the 
Sioux, nor thu Comanche*—but he is also 
the most skilled iu war. Trained to nn 
endurance which would lie unattainable 
in a more endurable country; with the 
eye of u hawk, the stealth of n coyote, 
the courage of a tiger, and its merciless- 
ness, he is the Bedouin of the new world.

Arabian stallions have been brought to 
this country from time to time as pres- 
! mt* to public meu and others. But it is 
doubtful if n full-blooded Arabian rnnro 
was ever in the United States.

There arc six distinct families of horses

They 
I have small ear* and powerful chest, from 
which they get their great endurance. 
They nro distinguished for soundness of 
wind and limb, though their high-bred, 
fur-off cousin, tho Kentucky horse, of 
lute years seems to bo developing -a luck 
of hardiness. 

Tin* Arabian horse is noted, too, for its 
gentle temper and intelligence. iLs mas¬ 
ter, the Arab, says tho horse is Allah’s 
best gift t > man.

Promptly nt p o’clock onFriduy morn¬ 
ing laDt ProBidcnt K. R. I>own!t called 
to order the .'ttuli ntinual DcsDion of the 
county as.vofiation iu the Cong’l church 
of South Ilraintrce.and by Dr. Dear- 
ing. ( hnirninn of the Braintree uchool 
t-oiumiUce, the teacher* were welcomed 
to the htMpitality of the town. About 
400 teacher*, besides superintendent* 
anil other*, tilled the church. 

The programme was opened by a pa¬ 
per on the Pupil’s part in his own Kdu- 
cation, by Clarence Iloylston of Milton. 
This wits’ a paper of much literary merit 
and tilled with sound thought. Iu the 
discussion that followed Mr. Martin of 
Bridgewater, State agent of the Board 
of Kducation, took part and held that 
one essential of good teaching is the 
courage to leave out something, ami it 
is not so necessary that pupils know 
everything as that’they know how to do 
something. This was followed by a 
carefully prepared and well delivered 
paper by Sun t Aldrich of Quincy, on 
The Ungraded School. It showed a 
clear appreciation of the many ditiicul- 
ties in such schools anti offered valuable 
suggestions. It was worthy of publica¬ 
tion entire. 

The Legal Rights of Teachers were 
next presented by (). T. Gray, Esq., of 
Hyde Park. Mr. (»ray has uiade special 
study of the decisions in this line of 
practice anti gave much valuable infor¬ 
mation; and at tin? close of his address 
showed his readiness as a quick witted 
lawyer by his answers to a shower of 
queries from all parts of Ids audience. 

At the close of the morning session 
dinner was served in the Town hall by 
caterer Gordon of Hyde Park. In this 
the association has taken a new depart¬ 
ure, anti instead of tirawing upon the 
hospitality of the town for their enter- 
tainnient at dinner, engaged a caterer, 
sob! tickets for dinner in advance, mid 
nt the dinner hour nearly the entire con¬ 
vention was prepared to clear the well 
tilled tables. 

The afternoon session began with a 
paper on the New Kducation by Mrs. 
Page of Needham, a former teacher and 
now a member of the school com¬ 
mittee, in which she advocated the in¬ 
troduction of manual training iuto all 
our public schools. 

Hon. K. A. Apgar of New Jersey, 
widely known from his system of map 
drawing published in some text hooks 
on Geography, gave an address upon 
the subject of teaching geography and 
advocated and illustrated bis system of 
map drawing oy the use of diagrams. 
Iu the spirited’discussion that followed 
Sup’t Fisher of our own town radically 
differed from the essayist and ably ad¬ 
vocated hi* plan of map drawing by the 
use of the perforated cards as securing, 
more rapidly and without any useless 
memorizing, the results sought for. 

The paper on Scientific Temperance 
in our Schools by Mr. Hoar of Brook* 
line stirred up sonic criticism, and, as 
there was no time owing to the lateness 
of the hour for its discussion, at the 
morning session a resolution was passed 
that the sentiments of the above paper 
were not in accord with the sentiments 
of the convention, and that the conven¬ 
tion regard the recent legislation on 
temperance teaching as a step in the 
right direction. 

A large number of the 400 teachers 
present remained at the evening ser¬ 
vices in the Town hall. These exer¬ 
cises consisted of short addresses bv 
Messrs. IIagar of the Salem Normal 
School, who gave sonic extracts from 
the diary of Horace Mann regarding the 
early attempts at teachers’ conventions 
which were almost utter failures, com¬ 
paring them with the present day; Mr, 
A. K. Winship of Boston, who held up 
noble ideals as incentives to exertion; 
and Gen. II. B. Carrington, who be¬ 
sides a talk similar to that given at 80 . 
Weymouth recently, gave some interest¬ 
ing notes about the I mliatis. Excellent 
music was furnished by the Kuterpe, a 
ladies quartette of Hyde Park, and the 
Ilayward, a mixed quartette of Brain¬ 
tree. About 125 teachers were pres¬ 
ent at the session on .Saturday morning, 
before which Mr. French of the South 
Weymouth High School read a paper 
on What is KdMention, which would 
well repay perusal if published entire. 

Miss Clark of Hyde Park was present 
with a class of pupils and gave a very 
mat illustration of music teaching in 
the public schools, such us we hope ere 
long will he revived and will prevail in 
our Weymouth schools. 

The last paper of the session was by 
Mrs. Lord of Braintree on Vocal Cul¬ 
ture. She gave some excellent ndvict 
to teachers on the need of training pu 
pils not simply to speak “lout! and 
plain” hut to use pleasant and easy 
tones of voice adapted to what they are 
striving to express. This was followed 
by a very profitable discussion, after 
which the convention adjourned, all 
goiinr away with the feeling that this 
had been one of the best gatherings ever 
attended iu Norfolk County, which is 
indeed bestowing high praise, und not 
a little of it is due to the efficiency of 
the president, now re-elected, Mr. K. 
H. Downs, of South Wevmouth.

The detachment under 
command of the Adjutant, will proceed in carriages 
to the cemeteries on Pond and Union streets, and 
performing there the usual services, will rcqx>rt at 
Thomas' cornet by 9 o'clock. 

The East Weymouth comrades before proceed¬ 
ing to North Weymouth, will visit the Catholic 
cemetery near the Town. Hall, and decorate with 
fitting ceremonies, the soldiers graves in that place.
